While in jaysee, Lt. Fuller was 
a member of Alpha Rho Tau and 
Tavern Tattlers. He also served 
on Del Ano staff of ’37. After 
graduating here he attended the 
Chouinard Art school in Los An- 
geles and from there accepted a 
position in the advertising depart- 
ment of a Los Angeles store. 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor he 
joined the Air corps and was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in 
November, 1942, at Kirkland 
Field, N.M. Early this year he re- 
ported to an air base in England 
as a bombardier.

No Holiday For Germs 


Did you have a vacation? The tubercle bacillus did 


not. 

This was the warning issued today by Linton T. Sim- 
mons, Santa Ana, president of the Orange County Tuber- 
culosis and Health Association. 

The tubercle bacillus, he reminded, is the germ that 
“causes tuberculosis. He pointed out that regardless of 
whether you had a vacation and regardless of whether 
you “never felt better in your life” or “think you are get- 
ting something” this is an excellent time to find out where 
you stand in regard to tuberculosis. 

“The habit of wanting to start new activities in 
September is a hold-over from school days when we en- 
tered new classes, carried new books and made new 
friends,” said Mr. Simmons who is also director of secon- 
dary curricula in the county. “In line with that thought, 
let us take a new lease on health. 

“There is only one real way of learning how we stand 
in regard to tuberculosis. That is by having a chest X-ray. 
if you notice any of the symptoms such as loss of weight, 
been positive to the tuberculin test but were not X-rayed, 
if you notice any of theh symptoms such as loss of weight, 
a cough or cold that is prolonged or tempature above 
normal in the afternoon, play safe and have a chest 
X-ray. It is always a great source of personal satisfaction < 
to know that your lungs are healthy, but if you should 
have tuberculosis, ‘the earlier treatment is started, the 
earlier may you look for recovery.
